We learn 
that the gru, wing core was litteralJy riddled in 
suuie localities, while all kinds of field and garden 
vegetation was more or less injured. The fruit 
trees were rejieved of much of their superabun- 
dant crop by. (fee threshing operation, and sonpeof 
the trees seriously injured. 

In East Tennessee, Brownlow’s Knox vole 
WNlg says the wheat crop is better than was an- 
ticipated. The same paper endorses the follow- 
ing as coming from a reliable source: 

I am much inclined to the belief that there is 
an unnecessary alarm with regard to the wheat 
crop. I thougfit myself some several days ago jt 
was comparatively ruined, but since this, upon a 
closer examination, I find, up to the present writ 
ing, but little injury, so far as my observation has 
extended. The rust seemed confined to the blades 
and not to the stalk, and as lonr as it is confined 
to the latter, there is and can be no danger. My 
impression is that the oat crop is well nigh des- 
troyed by rust. 

The Newmtn (Ga.) Banner his the following 
about the crops in that region: 

We learn with regrett list the oat crop with 
exception as Ur as we are informed is a perfect 
failure. It was destroyed by rust and blast, a cir- 
cumstance unknown before, we understand, to the 
memory of the “oldest inhabitant.” The rust also 
made its appearance in the wheat, but not suffi- 
cient to do much injury, the blade in most in- 
stances having been alone affected by it Some 
apprehend that the cotton and the corn will share 
the fate of the oat crop. We hope not. 

The Little Rock Democrat of the 15th says: 

The continued hot weather has seriously 
damaged the growing crops. The wheat will be 
cut short by the rust at least one-tlrrd, and not 
more than half a yield of oats c m be expecteJ.— r 
Gom and cotton never were in a more unpromis- 
uig condition than at present. 

The Cincinnati Prio: Cirrcnt arrives at the 
following conclusions bobt the crops. 

Another week of extremely favorable crop 
weather has been experienced, and, although dis- 
couraging reports continue to reach us from some 
t-ec lions, the prospects on the w hole are far mere fiat j 
tering than, a fortnight ago, we had any reason 
to anticipate.
